Takes Slap at Ballingar.

oiig since come to an end nnd the 
ecommendation of tlie interior depart- 
ment to patent or noi to pntent the 
lalms doubtless will be made before 
ong. 
There is reason to apprehend 


hat this recommendation will be fnv- 
rahle to the Cunningham claimants 
ind adverse to the Interests of the peo- 
ple of the United States. The «ttor- 
loy for Mr. Balllnger in the printed 
irlef •submitted In behalf of the secre- 
nry of thi> interior said: 
" 'Moreover, an examination of the 


record of the Cunningham hearings, 
and which Is a part of tho record In 
this ca.sn. revcnls not only that the 
statements of Cunningham are true 
but that the Cunningham elalmu are 
not fraudulent hut honest claims. This 
Is not stated for the purpose of hav- 
ing this committee consider ttie ques- 
tion of honesty or good faith of these 
claims for the purpose of decision or 
determination. It I* stated solely that 
the committee see'thatno perjury could 
be committed by Cunningham and that 
Mr. Balllnger by ,no possibility could 
have understood these claims to be 
fraudulent, for tho reason that, n» a 
matter of fact, they wore not fraudu- 
lent, but good and valid claims. 
The 


evidence of all the claimants, except 
one who i» dead, has been taken In the 
Cunningham hearings and Is now on 
file.

Thinki It Ballinger's Opinion. 


"It is difficult to avoid the conclusion 


that these deliberate assertions, made 
by tlie attorney for Mr. Ballinger. rep- 
resnnt the opinion ot the latter, reach- 
ed after the evidence was all in, that 
the claims are valid and should be 
patented. 


"It is true that Mr. .Ballinger has 


efused to act himself In behalf of the 
overnment. on the ground that he 
ormerly represented the Cunningham 
laimants, and accordingly has turned 
ver all responsibility to his assistants. 
•vevertheless this unqualified indorse- 
ment of the validity of th« claims 
hrough his attorney can scarcely fail 
0 hs.ve great mora.l weight with his 
ubordinates. For them to render a 
decision adverse to the. claims would 
lot only lend support to criticisms 
heretofore made against the depart- 
ment, but would amount to taking di- 
•ect Issue with their chief on the argu- 
ment made for him by his personal 
lounsel. 


"In view of these facts it Is un- 


fortunately impossible to 
look with 


confidence to offlcia.ls of the interior 
department for an unbiased .ludgment. 
If the decision of the interior depart- 
ment should be to patent the Cun- 
ningham claims, 
no 
appeal to tha 


courts would be possible. 
Sees Loss of Millions to People. 
"According to the 'testimony of rep- 


resentatives oE the Morgan-Guggen- 
heim syndicate, who have long assert- 
ed a half interest in the Cunningham 
claims, their ultimate value Is In the 
neighbodhood of $25,000,000. 
But the 


loss to the people of the United States 
that would follow the issue ot patents 
is by no means limited to any such 
sum. Although tho government -would 
receive but little more than $50,000 
for claims worth many millions, a de- 
cision favorable to the CunnWrgham 
cla.imants would not merely result In 
an unjustifiable loss to the public at 
liirRe. It would also establish a pre-
